A Pittsburg dispatch says: The great 
storm which has been blowing at a bliz- 
zard rate through the west and north- 
west reached 
Pittsburg and Western 
Pennsylvania Friday 
afternoon. 
It 
was first snow, sleet, after dinner and 
at night heavy rain. 
During the af- 
ternoon the wind 
blew with unusual 
velocity; iu some sections it was a ter- 
rible gale. 


Thus far three lives have been report- 
ed lost. 
Blairsville, a thriving town 
in Indiana county, was the scene of a 
triple fatality Friday night. 
The storm 
had been sweeping through the place 
with tremendoùs force; when suddenly 
the large new glass works recsntly er- 
ected collajjsed. 
Charles Barr, the su- 
perintendent, 
and 
William 
Birney, 
both of Tarentum, Allegheny county, 
were caught in the falling building and 
instantly killed. 


A third man, name unknown, is 
buried in the debris and has undoubt- 
edly perished. 
A number of others 
were injured. 
The structure was of 
brick and 
the loss will approximate 
550,000. 


At Connellsville the old national lo- 
comotive works, once an important and 
extensive plant, was blown down. For- 
tunately, the building was vacant 'and 
nobody was injured. 
The loss will be 


$10,000. 


At 
Dunbar, Fayette 
county, 
the 
storm was severest ever known in that 
section, and did much damage to small 
buildings and 
farm properties. 
The 
big stock house of the Dunbar Furnace 
Company, which rested upon trestles

for unloading ore, was blown 
down and completely demolished.

The bogus coffee with which 
the 
New Jersey market has recently sup- 
plied was manufactured in 
Philadel- 
phia, it has been learned, and Shippen 
Wallace, State Chemist of New Jersey, 
believes that its enterprising inventor 
has located and identified. 
It is known 
that 
1500 pounds of spurious coffee 
were bought in Philadelphia by one of 
the leading wholesale grocers of New 
Jersey, and when the crusade against 
the retail grocers dealing in this coffee 
was begun he assumed the whole re- 
.sponsibility of affair, and satisfactori- 
ly arranged 
matters with the magis- 
trates before whom the cases were to 
be tried, 


Mr. Wallace has made an analysis 
of the new coffee, and he reports that 
it is composed principally of a paste 
made of cracker dust, chicory and mo- 
lasses and it is given the form of a cof- 
fee bean by pressure in a mould. 
There 
is no clay in the compound, or any- 
thing that is injurious to health. 


Mr. Wallace did not think that any 
more of the coffee would be sold in 
New Jersey, and in New York the law 
is taking steps to prevent its being plac- 
ed upon the market. 
In Pennsylvania, 
however, the manufacturer will have a 
free foot.

A Portland, Oregon, dispatch 
last 
Thursday night says: The river is fall- 
ing slowly, and fear of serious local 
damage from the flood is past. 
The 
water reached the highest p o i n t , f t . 
4 inches, at 6 o'clock Thursday morn- 
ing. 
This is the highest water in the 
history of the city. 


Reports from points on the Willam- 
ette river indicate that the river is fall- 
ing rapidly. 
The most serious loss will 
be from the destruction 
of bridges. 
The largest towns in the valley are well 
above 
high water. 
Interruption 
to 
travel continues, but the Oregon Rail- 
road and Navigation Company has es- 
tablished steamer service to the Cas- 
cade locks, above which trains are run- 
ning. 
Between 
Cascade locks and 
here there is a succession of landslides, 
entirely obliterating the tracks in some 
places. 


The Union Pacific is blockaded by 
heavy slides between this city and The 
Dalles, and no trains are expected to 
running for several days. 
The North- 
ern Pacific is still running. 
At Salem 
60 houses have been swept away, and 
many persons were driven from their 
homes, though as far as known no lives 
have been lost. 
Along the river bot- 
toms live stock has been drowned and 
quantities of hay and grain destroyed. 


Ac Eugene, Oregon, a large 
iron 
bridge was washed away, causing a loss 
of $20,000, 
A few buildings and large 
amounts of cord wood, fencing and 
other material were washed away, and 
the aggregate losses will count up to 
many thousands of dollars. 
At Rose- 
burg, Oregon, no trains have arrived 
since Friday, and a shortage of pro- 
visions is feared unless communication 
is restored. 
The bridge across Deer 
Creek has gone, and the woolen mills 
have been totally destioyed by 
the 
flood. 


An explosion occurred Thursday in 
a colliery at Abersychan, 
Monmouth- 
shire, ten miles northwest of Newport, 
England, 
Three hundred miners were 
imprisoned 
for 
several hours. 
An 
opening was finally made and at noon 
200 of them had been rescued. 
Up to 
4 o'clock in the afternoon, 40 bodies 
had been taken from the mine 
Fifty 
miners were still imprisoned 
It is not 
known whether they are dead or alive. 
The owners of the colliery estimate that 
100 persons have lost their lives by the 
explosion. 
The cause of the explosion 
was the flooding of pits adjacent by 
which gas 
was dislodged and forced 
into the pit where work was in progress 
and there it was ignited and exploded.

DIVERS IN THE WOULD. 


It is said that at least six novels b}»

The^ people of most tropical countries 
bordering on the sea are generally very 
skillful in diviug and swimming, says 
Tlioinas AV. Knox, in the New York 
World. 
In tlie islands of the South Pa- 
ciiic the natives, 
and especially 
the 
women, will swim two or three miles 
with little fatigue, or apparently none at 
all, and will easily distance the best 
swinmiers from temperate regions. 
All 
thi •ouijh the Malay Archipelago this pe- 
culiarity of the ueople is apparent, and a 
credulous person might be excused for 
believing that the Malay race is amphibi- 
ous and has webbed feet and hands like 
the duck or goose. 


The most skillful diving and swimming 
that I ever witnessed in any part of the 
world was at Singapore, the capital of 
the ^ British province, known 
as the 
Straits Settlements. 
Singapore is only 
eighty miles north of the equator, and 
consequently is one of the most sub- 
tropical 
of cities. 
Overcoats are un- 
known there except as curiosities and the 
beds in the hotels have no covering be- 
yond H pair of sheets, and the traveler 
generally restricts the use of theso to the 
one that he lie,s upon., 
The natives wear 
very little clothing other than a wisp of 
cloth around thq loins and a smile or a 
scowl on their faces; when one of them 
wishedtito put on style he docs a shirt and 
thinks himself a «»swell" of the first de- 
gree. 


At the landingplace of the mail steam- 
ers when I was departing from Singapore 
there was a swarm of divers surrounding 
the vessel on the water side and afl:ord'. 
ing great amusement to the passengers 
by their antics in the water. 
The men 
were dressed in the loiu cloth already 
mentioned, and had a veneering of cocoa- 
nut^ oil on the visible parts of their 
bodies to keep the water from soaking 
in. 
As for the boys, they wore nothing 
Avhatever, not 
even the smile or the 
cocoanut oil which appertained to their 
elders, probably for the reason that oil 
was dear and the youthful skin was sup- 
posed to be impervious to moisture. 


They were in boats of the dugout pat- 
tern—i. e., hewn from the trunk of a 
tree—and some of the craft were barely

jioured into a glass jar or tumbler by 
first putting a silver spoon in the dish, 
lie careful, however, that a draft of 
cold air does not strike the vessel while 
hot. 


Almost any kind of fruit stains may be 
removed by tunning boiling water through 
the stained part. 
If the fii'st trial does 
not entirely remove the stain repeat the 
operation. 
This should bp done before 
the spot is '»set'' by the usual method of 
washing. 


If your fiat-irons get rusty rub them 
fii'st (while Jiot) with beeswax, then put 
a handful of salt on a bit of old cotton 
cloth or coarse paj^er, and rub the iron 
over it hard and fast.

George Francis Train M^as born in Bos- 
ton, March 2-ith, 1829.

1S33 his- 
father, mother and three sisters died of 
yellow fever in New Orleans. 
In 1842 he-^ 
was in college in Cambridge, Mass., and 
in 1844 established the Liverpool Packet, 
firm of Train & Co. 
He was married^ 
October 5th, 1851. 
In 1853 he estab- 
lished the house of George Francis Train 
& Co., shippers, in Melbourne, Australia, 
and during the same year declined the-: 
presidency ol the Australian Kepublic.. 
In 1800-01 he devoted himself to the in- 
troduction of street railways in London, 
but not succeeding in this, returned to- 
America in 1862 and became noted as a, 
public speaker on the issues of the day. 
Many of his speeches have been pub- 
lished, and he has also written various- 
works, 
among others 
'^An American 
Merchant in Europe, Asia and Austra- 
lia," "Young America in Wall street,"" 
"Spread Eagleism," etc., etc. 
In 1862-* 
Train was «ssaulted in Boston, Dayton 
aM elsewhere, on account of his utter- 
ances, and an attempi was also made to- 
assassinate 
him 
at

obtained

about. 
$i2,0u0,000, 
to 
construct 
the^ 
Union 
Pacific 
Kailroad. 
In 
ISOi. 
he organized the Credit Mobilier with a 
capital of $10,000,000, and obtained 
donations of land grants for the company 
at Omaha. 
In 18G9 he began an active- 
canvass for the presidency of the United 
States, as candidate for the Greenback 
pavty. 
In 1872 he went to Europe and. 
delivered many public speeches, and on- 
his return published some ai.'^ged obscene- 
litenttare and Anthony Comstock put. 
him in the 
Tombs. 
Train was also- 
adjudged a lunatic, but after a yearV. 
coniinement was released. 
In 1S74 he 
became the champion of the working 
men; quit eating animal food, 
butter- 
and condiments. 
He refused the Green- 
back Presidential nomination in 1870,. 
also refusing invitations to lecture. 
In: 
1877 he began "psychological conver- 
sations" ia Madison Square, 
It was im. 
this year that he became disgusted, evi- 
dently, with the world and everybody in. 
it (except children), and stopped talking 
with adults. 
Train is said to be very 
rich, and owns much real estate

Some Learned Titles. 


The term professor is often used in a 
loose fashion to denote generally the 
teacher of any branch of learning, with- 
out any reference to a university. 
From 
the loose Avay in which it is applied—to 
conjurors even—it has grown to bo a 
name without dignity and without definite 
meaning. 
Originally the term was cou- 
iined to an ofiicer in a university whoso 
duty it was to instruct students oi* read, 
lectures on particular branches of learn- 
ing. 
In the early daj's of universities tho 
degrees conferred 
on 
students 
were 
licenses to act as public teachers, 
Now 
they may be divided into classes; simple 
certificates of attainment by competent 
ofiicers or authorities, attesting 
cither 
that the school granting them has ascer- 
tained the fact by examination, or that 
the common fame of the individual is such 
that tlie conferring body takes it 
for 
granted ; licenses to teach the branch with 
which the holder is certified to be 
ac- 
quainted, and licenses to practice a cer- 
tain profession of art. 
As an academical 
title Master of Arts is believed to be the 
oldest. 
By the canon of a council, held 
in Rome iu 1126, wc read of the ap- 
pointment 
of 
masters 
and 
doctors. 
Gregory IX,—1227 to 1241—is said to 
liave instituted the inferior rank of bache- 
lors to denote a candidate who had un- 
dergone his first academic trials and was 
authorized to give lectures, but was not 
yet admitted to the rank of an iudepend- 
ent master or doctor. 
It is now tho 
lowest academical honor, ' Master of arts 
is the higJicst in tho faculty of arts, but 
subordinate to that of bachelor of divin- 
ity. 
These titles to be valid must ha 
conferred by some compctei.t authority, 
some institution of learning,—Nàw York 
Telegram.

SPKCIAL CROPS. 


Special crops are just now made very 
•profitable by farmers Avho arc able to \iu- 
dcrtake their culture. 
AVc say able, be- 
cause this ability is an acquired habit, 
and does not "come naturally" to them. 
A specialist is a person Avho gives Jiis 
whole thought aud Avork to one thing. 
It may l)e fruit groAvinsr, wheat, pota- 
toes, hops, beans, poultry, sheep, the 
dairy, or any other branch of 
agricul- 
ture. 
But the Avholc man is thoroughly 
imbued Avith enthusiasm in his specii^l 
industry. 
That he is successful goes 
without saying, for AA'hen one fails in any 
special business it is simply and ahvaj's 
for Avant of enthusiasm, aud the perse- 
verance and persistence Avhich groAV out 
of it. 
The culture of any special crop 
necessitates a certain suitable rotation of 
culture, as, for iusti^nco, Avith potatoes, 
Avhich conic between two crops of Avhcat, 
Avith cloA'er and timothy between them. 
Such a rotation, with a liberal manur- 
ing, 
made possible by feeding large 
crops of hav, is excellent for the soil, 
and no surprise need be manifested that 
tho potato farmer gets rich. 
Grass aud 
clover two years, followed by Avhcat, 
manured, then potatoes, tlien early pota- 
toes, then wheat, folloAved by grass and 
clover, Avith good culture, Avill bring in 
an average of ut least $50 per acre'yearly, 
an income Avhich will enable any careful 
man to accumulate moderate Aveaith,— 
Hew York 
Twies. 


SEED PUOJt J^A3lGH CROPS. 


Whenever an extra large crop of good 
quality has been groAvu it is Avorth Avhile 
to pay more than its market pricc for 
seed from it for future soAvingand plant- 
ing. The old rule, "Like produces like," 
has not been abolished, and, other things 
being equal, seed from a good cr3p is 
like]}^ to 2)roduce more and better than 
seed from a poor one. 
Wo always select 
the best ears from corn for planting. 
With other grains it is not so easy on a 
large scale to select individual plants in 
a crop to furnish seed. 
It is done par- 
tially by choosing the largest, plumpes.t 
grains and Avinnows out from the poorer 
ones, but many of the heavy grains may 
have been borne by Aveakcr plants. 
On 
a field Avhere the Avhole crop produces 
iieavily, the bulk of the seed is presuma- 
bly good, but it may for that reason re- 
quire richer ground and more cartful cul- 
tiA'ation to maintain its superiority. 
In 
talking Avith a farmer recently, he sug- 
gested that the gradual falling-oif in pro- 
duction of the bean crop Avas OAving to 
planting beans that Averc -appareutly all 
right, but Avhich had been grown from 
plants producing few pods aud not many 
beans in a pod. 
He believed the pro- 
lificacy of the bean crop could be enor- 
mously increased by brec:ling up, select- 
ing seed for a series of years from plants 
that i^roduced most. 
The experiment is 
well Avorth trying, but it must be remem- 
bered that if this increased productivc>- 
ness is to be mainta'incd, the plants hav- 
ing this prolific habit must be duly fed 
and cared iov,-^America.ii 
Cultivaior, 


VTOT.ETS AND rA>'5IES IK AVI^'TE^. 
To grow violets or pansies outside of 
a greenhouse is considered J)y practical 
gardeners one of tlie easiest things to per- 
form. 
jMany tlorist-s keep them in cold 
frames exclusively, for, as a rule, 
they 
iiave not room for them in the green- 
houses, unless a house is built on purpose 
for them. 
They may be grown in pots, 
as Avindow plants, provided plenty of air 
can be given ou sunny days and a steady 
temperature, between thirty'-nve and lifty- 
iive degrees, can be kept up. 
If kept in 
too high an artificial temperature they 
Avill not iiower much, but aviU make up 
in red spider what they lack in blossom. 
A geranium, a carnation and a monthly 
rose may be Avintered and iloAvered at a 
low temperature if plenty of sunlight 
prevails. 


The violet Avants to be kept cool at all 
times if it is expected that it Avill fullil 
its mission. 
All this does not imply that 
the temperature of a violet house or 
frame should never be allowed to run up 
to sixty degrees, because sometimes the 
heat in the daytime is not always under 
control. 
Tlie sun may sometimes make 
the atmosphere imder glass Avarmer than 
the gardener Avould like to liave it, but 
to raise the sich only one inch Avould let 
the frost in and do more damage than 
the lieat. In such a case a little too high 
temperature is the lesser evil. 


A good place to grow A'iolets or 
pansies may bo constructed at the south 
side of a dAvelling. 
Dig a pit two feet 
deep along the liouse. 
Into this put a 
stout frame to receive common hot bed 
sash, 
the 
sash to lean 
against the 
building. 
Tear dowji the Avail that 
separates tlie frame from tho cellar under 
tho liouse and put a row of Avindows in 
its place. 
The idea of that is that tho 
natural heat in the cellar snail keep your 
frame at a steady temperature. 
At the 
game time you may Avork over your 
flowers, 
no matter Avhat the outside 
weather may be, and Avhen no air can be 
given from the outsido it may be done 
indirectly inside. 
AVhen the outsido 
sash is open the inside may be shut. 
TJius the sun will Avarm up the cellar, 
and perhaps store up a Jittlo Ixeat fQX the 
jiight. —Phitadel'phia Ikcord, 


THIS AVJKTKB OAIUi OK gJIBEP. 


Bheep throughout the summer, and 
cspeciully tlirough the fall season, should 
be kept in clean pastures in which there 
are no noxious Aveeds whose ripened burrs 
Avill attach to the wool and greatly lea- 
sen its value Avhea oifered to tho dealer. 
Unless such care hia been taken it Avill 


matter but little if any, so far HI tho 
fleeco is concerned, Avhethor future caro 
is exercised or not, for a ilcece already 
blackened Avith burrs cannot be made 
much worse by tho dust aud chalï of the 
hay -mow, or by corralling the sheep on 
muddy clay ground. 
There are still 
many months between now and shearing 
time, during Avhich, in most sections, 
the treatment of tho sheep is to bo 
radically changed. 
Instead of running 
in pastures and gathering their own food, 
their rations must 
UOAV be apportioned 
to them at least twice a day, and to ])rc- 
vcnt their flecces from acquiring foreign 
matter during the long feeding period 
even more than the former attention will 
be required. 


For this purpose tho 
arrangements 
should be such that tho sheep can be fed 
Avithout covering themselves Avith tho 
ehaiï and du3t of hay, which if alloAvcd 
to fall upon them by their own actsAvhilo 
feeding, or from the careless manner in 
Avhirh food is supplied to them, Avill in- 
evitably detract many cents per pound 
from the merchantable A-aUie of the liecce. 
A farmer Avho can show to a buyer after 
shearing iiooces free from burrs and the 
dust and dirt of the Avinter feeding Avill 
be more than compensated for the troubla 
and expense it may have cost him. 


The sheep is furnished by nature Avith 
a Avarm covcnug, Avhich is ample protec- 
tiou against dry cold, so that, except in 
the case of young lambs, tho single ele- 
ment of coldAvill be neither uncomforta- 
ble nor damaging. 
,Thc housing of the 
Hock, therefore, need not be constructed 
Avith cspecial reference to Avarmth, but 
ample shelter from rains and sleet should 
be aiforded. 
When sheep are allowed to 
remain exposed to storms until the lleece 
has become saturated with rain, it is at 
once changed from a protection aijainsfc 
cold into an uncomfortable wet blanket; 
that is not soon easily dried, and be- 
comes a source of disease. 


To keej) a jiock healthy, the sheep 
must have dry feet. 
Where pigs Avould 
fatten in muddy inclosures sheep would 
contract diseases and die. 
Their out- 
door Avinter quarters should therefore be 
on ground naturally dry, or made so ar- 
tilicially, and from Avhich the Avater fall- 
ing on it will (juickly drain off. 
Kot 
only should their Avinter quarters be on 
dry ground, but they will always be 
found in the best general condition Avhen 
pastured on uplands or rather thin soil. 
In the older sections of this country 
sheep-raising can only be profitable on 
cheap, rolling or hilly lands Avith rather 
scanty herbage, but ample area. 
They 
do not liourish as Avell on rich soils, be- 
sides such lands can be more advantage- 
ously used. 


A sheep-house or shed for winter pro- 
tection may be cheaply made, from eigh- 
teen to twenty feet or more wide, and as 
long as desired, either as an ordinary 
frame building or Avith straight sapling 
posts set in tlie ground. 
The siding may 
be of ordinary bara boards set upright 
and Avithout battening. 
The space for 
the sheep below should be'just high 
enough for a man to Avalk about in it 
Avithout stooping. 
The floor overhead 
should be of matched stqff to prevent 
dust and hay seed from falling through 
on the sheep. 
Between the jloor aud 
the roof should be sufficient spacc for 
hay, AvhIch can be put in through a door 
in the end of the building that can bo 
most conveniently reached Avith a Avagou. 
A narroAv simce over the hay-rack is left 
uutloored. 


A manger or trough Avide enough for 
feeding grain, etc., should run the length 
of the building near the back. 
Over tbia 
is the haj-rack, so placed that the trough 
Avill catch Avhatcver falls out of tha rack. 
The front slats should be smooth and 
about three inches apart and incline back- 
Avard a little, so that the dust aud hay- 
seed Avill not fall on the head and should- 
ers of the sheep. 
The back of tho rack 
should be of smooth boards, at such an 
incline as Avill cause the ha}' to settle 
doAVU a'^ainst tlie slats iu front.

open front should face to the south, and 
the rain falling on tho roof, Avhether of 
a cheap construction ov a more costly 
sheep-barn, should not drip frojn the 
eaves, but be led down and aAvay from 
the premises.—Farmers'

tho peach ajd apricot buds. 


There is no good 
excuse for raising 
burdocks on tho farm, 
Tiieir presence is
